MUCH ALO ABOUT NOTHING. 

It appears that the ballot alluded to 
in the resolutions of the democratic 
executive committee printed in our 
issue of Sunday was the ballot of C, B. 
Biacker, formerly depuiy United States 
marshal under Major Smythe. When 
he cffered to vote at the primary elec~ 
tion for delegates to the Barnesville

Newman brought it before the execu- 
tive committee (Dr. E. J. Roach, chair- 
‘man) and this committee formally de~ 
clared in substance, as we are informed, 
that there is no longer a tie between 
Messrs. Collier and Roach, deciding 
that Dr. Roach was elected by one 
mejority. As the managers, who are 
the only judges of the election, had a 
week ago decided that five of the 
Hammond delegates were  elect- 
ed and that there was a 
tie between Roach and Collier, 
it would appear that the action of the 
executive committee was rather a 
stretch of authority. The truth is, they 
have nothing whatever to do with it, 
and their action amounts to no action 
at all. The Barnesville convention is 
bound to determine the question upon 
the evidence and affidavits supplied by 
the managers, who were the sole judges 
as to whether Blacker’s vote should be 
counted or not.

The dead-lock in the board of educa. 
tion over the election of a superintend- 
ent for the public schools of the city 
is a gemeral topic of discussion 
among all classes of otr citizens. The 
contest has taken ashape that appeals, 
upon one side or the other, to the per- 
sonal feelings uf the community to an 
unusual extent. Into that branch of 
the subject we do not desire to go, but 
we do desire to call the atrention of the 
members of the board and of ‘the cifti- 
zens generally to the pressing necessity 
for preserving the integrity of the pub- 
lic school system in all its features. 

These schools have taken firm hold 
upon the affectious of the people and 
are valued ata figure far beyond the 
annual cost of their maintenance. 
Thousands of the children of the city 
are wholly dependent upon tbem for 
the education they are to receive, pre- 
paratory to the larger and ster. 
ner concerns of i life. The 
pubtic school system has become an 
inseparable factor iu the progress of our 
city and to weaken them or to lessen 
the estesm in which they are held 
would be a matter, not only of deep 
regret, but for strong popular indigna- 
tion. The sentiment held by the great 
majority of our citizens is one heartily 
in favor cf the system and its further 
improvemeat. That sentiment must 
be respee'ed. 

In thé personal features whic char- 
acteriz» the present imbroglio we do 
not care to take stock. The members 
of the board of education are citizens 
who may be trusted to do those things 
which, in their wiedom, they may 
tubink best for the interests df the 
schools, It is neither prohibited nor 
impertinent, however, to remind 
them of the paramount 
interests of the people and to ask them 
to remember that the public cause is 
higher than the private triumph. 
What is here said is applicable to all 
who are interested in this important 
subject. It is said here because it is 
said all over the city. It is the mere 
formulation of the wish and the de- 
mand of the people of Atlanta.

INDEPSZNDENTISM IN GEORGIA. 


While the indepeudent movement in 
Georgia can hurdiy be said to be grow-~ 
ing in strength, it is not to be denied 
that ambitious office-seekers anxious 
to take advantage of the personal prej- 
udices of certain soreheads,and hopivg 
to secure the vote «of the republicans, 
are growing bolder and more numerous. 
And what is more to the purpose, they 
are very much in earnest. 
Is is no child’s-play with 
them. Whenever an independent 
announc3s himself you may be sure 
gbat his greed for office has developed 
into a disease the symptoms of which 
are so acute that the ordinary methods 
of party treatment afford no relief 
whatever. The example set by Oglo- 
nel Marcellus Toornton several years 
ago, has‘yiven an impetus to the inde» 
pendent movement—or, rather, an 1m-~ 
petus to the ambition of aspirants— 
that nothing can subdue. . It must be 
said, however, in justification ot Colo- 
nel Thornton, that he has been consist~ 
ent ir his independentism ; whereas, 
the others are deserters [rom the demo- 
cratic ranks, Mr. Speer was at one 
time utterly opposed to the independ- 
ents, and composed a tirade against 
them so eloquent and so truthful that 
even now, it is quoted by Tinney Ruck- 
er to show the inconsistency ot his sec- 
ond cousin’s position. Mr. Speer him- 
self no doubt regards the document 
es a very foolish freak of an 
inconsiderate youth, but the fact 
that it is a@ matter of record 
no doubt gives him some uneasiness.

He addressed him- 
self thoroughly to the work of staying 
at home, and he was conspicuously 
successfal. Hveis very ambitious, and 
his greed for office bas been thoroughly 
whetted by two terms of service in cons 
gress. After Colonel Taoornton, Dr. 
Felton may be said the jeading 
independent in Geom at Colonel 
Toornton bss the advantage of him mm 
never having been a regularly organ- 
ized democrat. | 

In the first district, Mr. Ste- 
phen A. Oorker has been nomina~ 
ted in opposition to the democratic can- 
didate. He will head an organ‘zation 
known as the greenback national party, 
but the name is merely a disguise for 
the independent movement, If he is 
successful, Mr. Corker will owe his elec- 
tion almost entirely to the repubiican 
element in his seciion.

had escaped. It appears from the testimony of 


{| pereons living near the jail that the escape oc- 


curred shortly after midnight, and it is also very. 
}e@vident that the prisoners were assisted in the 
work of breaking ont by 
7 ACCOMPLICES OUTSIDE. 
There were horses waiting for them, and they 
were heard going in different directions at great 
speed. 
An examiation of the jail showed that the 
prisoners sawed their way out near the door. 
They were undoubiedly furnished the instru- 
mente with which to achieve their freedom by 
| friends who awaited them outside with ‘horses 
tor ther use. The sheriff tried to find some 
trace of the escaped prisoners but with little 
success. They went at break neck speed and 
will probably hide as effectually 9s possible. 
All day Sunday the search was kept up tono 
effect. Yesterday morning to the surprise of 
tho community one of the escaped prisoners. F 
C Rollins, auder sentence for assault with in-. 
tent to murder, returned and voluntarily 

' @AVE HIMSELF UP 
to the sheriff. 

He says he wag not in the plan of the other 
three to escape, and tbat they were gove before 
he knew it. Hesaw theaperture and walked 
out into freedom himself. After getting out and 
roaming around awhile he consiuded to return 


) and give himself up, as he is confident of ¢ new 


trial and an acquittal | 

He says he knows notaing of the whereabouts of 
the other prisoners. His story 1s generaliy cred- 
ited and his action will go strongly in bis favor. 

The sheriff of Gobb county, Mr W P Stephens, 
has offered a reward of $25 each for the arrest of 
the other refugees. 

THE DE‘CRIPTION 
of them is as follows; 

George Brown, who is under sentence of death 
for murder—of description as foliows: Age 238 
years, 6 feet and 1 inch high, weight 234 pounds, 
cleanly shaven except light mustache, had a 
very deep cut on his left band, and an India ink 
spot on hig left arm near the wrist, hair cut very 
close, dremed in a brown sujt, well worm and 
has on a calico shirt, without any collar.. Brown 
has been in jail ten months and is pretty well 
bleached ; has the biogue of a northerner. He 
Was 1n jail for murder, was tried and convicted, 
denied a pew triel in the supreme court, and 
would have been reesentenced to be hung next 
Novew ber. 

John Cruise—Age 35 years, 5 feet,8 inches high, 
weighs 135 pounds, has dark mustache and im- 
perial and is very much bleached from being in 
jail. He is charged with robbery, and under 
sentence for 12 years in the penitentiary. Crase 
is from Gwinvett county, Georeila. 

DC Sutton—Age 45 years, 5 and 9 inches high, 
weight 125 pounds, has heavy beard on face of a 
sandy color, hag small black eyes; had on when 
he left a dark biuesuit of clothes somewhat 
dirty with grease spots, had on boots of tolera- 
bly light make. Sutton is from Chattooga coun- 
ty, formerly of Walker county, Ga ,is a lawyer 
by profession, and is charged with bigamy, 

It will be seen that one cf the prisoners George 
Brown, is under sentence to be hung next No- 
vember. He isa desperate fellow, and his re- 
capture may be difficult. Every effort will be 
made at once to recapture the three birds who 
so gaily flew away from the cage in which the 
law had placed them,

The city court of Atlanta was in ses- 
sion a portion of last week, and such cases es 
vould be disposed of without the interposition 
of a ju.y were called and tried as follows: 

The State vs Vina Davis. Accusation for lar- 
ceny from the house. Charged with stealing 
"divers articles of personal apparel from the 
dwelling of Cora Rogers. Adjudged not guilty 
and discharged. 

The State vs Easter Medioek. Accusation for 
assault and battery. Charged with assaulting 
and beating, om the l5ih of August lam, Elia 
Moore. Adjudged guilty and sentenced to the 
chain gang for sfx months. 

State vs Calvin Turner. Accusation for va- 
graucy.
